Washington, March 1.—(Special.)—Chair- 
man Springer, of the ways and means commit- 
tee, is avery illman. He has acute erysipelas, 
and his family and physicians are somewhat 
alarmed. His pbysician will venture no 
opinion as to when he will be able to resume 
his duties. 

Before Mr. Springer’s illness, it was ex- 
pected s> take up the tariff billin the house 
tomorrow. Mr. Springer was to open the de- 
bate. Of course hisillness has changed all 
the piaus. The ways and means committee 
this morning decidad to place the manage- 
ment of the tariff billsin the hands of Mr. 
MeMillin during Mr. Springer’s illness, and 
to open the debate on Tuesday next. 

Mr. McMillin desired that much timo for 
preparation. The debate will goon until the 
2°d, when the silver bill is to be launched 
upon the house. This postponement will not 
dvlay the general business of the house. 

The Indian appropriation bill passed today 
is $10,000,000 less than the. same bill in Mr. 

feed's co: gress. 

Tomorrow the District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill will, perhaps, be taken up, and 
that will be disposed of this week, placing 
this congress ahead of any previous one within 
ten years in the disposition of business. 

Indeed, Speaker Crisp has determined to 
make this a business congress withouta long 
summer session. His health has improved 
very much, and he is rapidly regaining his 
strength and becoming thoroughly himself.

There has not been a day of sunshine in 
Washington for two weeks, and it seems 
everybody is getting sick. Mr. Mills is quite 
ill again, and much apprehension is felt among 
his friends. He has not been well for two 
months, and his present attack is alarming.

PRATT TALKED TOO MUCH 


And Lost His Position at Carlisle Indian 
School. 


Washington, March 1.—The house went 
into a committee of the whole (Mr. Bynum, 
of Indiana, in the chair) on the Indian 
appropriation bill. The pending amend- 
mcut tu stvike out the clause appropriating 
$1,000 for the annual allowance to Cap- 
tain L’ratt, of the Carlisle Indian school, 
Was passed over for the present. ‘This 
Was done at the request of Mr. Beltzhoover, 
of Pennusyivania, who said that he was 
Batistied that Captain Pratt had never 
uttered the charges that were attributed 
to him. 

Mr. Joseph, of New Mexico, succeeded 
in having adopted an amendment increas- 
ing by $5,000 the appropriation for the 
Indian school at Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
after several other attempts to amend had 
failed. The committee concurred to the 
Mansur amendment, striking out the an- 
mual allowance of Captain Pratt, of the 
Carlisle school. 

A Telegram from Pratt. 

Mr. Wilson, of Washington, sent to the 
‘clerk's desk and had read a telegram from 
Captain Pratt, saying that he had been in- 
correctly reported. What he had said was 
that the Catholics got more than double 
as much of the Indian school appropiiva- 
tions as all other denominations combined; 
that they maintained a powerful lobby in 
Washington and manipulated politics to 
accomplish their purposes. 

_ “These,” continues ~ Captain Pratt, 
“‘were general statements, having no bear- 
ing whatever on individual members of 
congress, much less on Mr. Mansur, in 
Whose general views I concur.” 
Kut His Pay Was Stopped. 
' This telegram was not more satisfactory 
to Messrs. Mansur, Stockdale, of Missis- 
sippi, and Pendleton, of West Virginia, 
than had been the alleged interview with 
aptain Pratt, which brought him into the 
uestion.

Mr. MeMillin stated that it had been the 
intention of the committee to eall this bill 
up for consideration during the  lattep 
part of the week, but that owing to the 
illness of Chairman Springer, he would not 
call it up until Tuesday next. 

Messrs. Bryan, of Nebraska, and Turner, 
of Georgia, respectively, from the same 
committee, reported bills for the free entry 
of binding twine and cotton bagging and 
ties, which were referred to the committee 
of the whole, and leave was granted to 
Mr. Payne, of New York, and Mr. Dalzell, 
of Pennsylvania, to present the views of 
the minority on these measures. 

The house then adjourned.

He and the Mugwumps Are at Work in 
the East. 

New York, March 1.—(Special.)—When the 
leaders of the Cleveland contingent in this city 
were confining their efforts to a protest against 
the February convention, the mugwump ele- 
ment was inclined to hold aloof. It was sympa- 
thetic, but not active. As. soon, however, as 
the movement took the shape of a kick against 
the democratic organization, the situation was 
changed. George William Curtis had de- 
clared that roform in the democratic 
party was the merest chimera, and 
had given the convention protest the cold 
shoulder, but the moment the movement be- 
gan to strike at the party itself, he and his 
mugwuinp friends fell cheerfully into line. 
The correspondent of The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette telegraphed from here Satur- 
day that Mr. Curtis had been made treasurer 
of the committee which met in Wall street, 
and the editor of Harper’s Weekly will here- 
after be found working actively with the 
Cleveland disorganizers. 

The World has thrown sbveral 
tubfuls of cold water on the attempt to disor- 
ganize the party, aud some democrats have 
quietly withdrawn. These developments have 
caused the mugwump element to draw act- 
ively nearer.

ANTI-SILVER MEN 


Hold Conferences and Count Noses in the 
House. 

Washington, March 1.—The New Eng- 
land aud New York anti-silver democrats, 
and some of the more pronounced oppo- 
nents of free silver from states, were in fre- 
quent conference today at the house, can- 
vassing the situation and endeavoring to 
concert measures by which additional 
strength might be secured for their side in 
the coming fight in the house over the sil- 
ver question. As a result of these confer- 
ences, it was a asserted by several anti- 
silver democrats that they had sufficient 
democratic votes to defeat the adoption of 
the report of the rules committee giving 
time for the consideration of the Bland bill, 
provided the republicans stood by them. 

Mr. Williams, of Massachusetts, who 
was asked whether he had any assurance 
that the republicans. would stand by them, 
replied that he had not, and he did not 
know what the republicans would do. He 
added that he was not worrying about their 
course. 

“Every democrat,” said he, “who goes 
before the people as a democrat, to ask 
their suffrage to oppose free silver, in any 
coming time, will have: an unanswerable 
argument, if the republicans now take the 
responsibility of getting out from under and 
allowing the free silver bill to be considered 
when it might be defeated by their aid. 
We can simply ask people whether they 
will trust a democrat who has stood on 
the floor at all times and opposed free coin- 
age, or a republican who failed when the 
timet came to beat free silver?’’

HILL IN MISSISSIPPI. 


The People of That State Are Walting 
His Coming. 


THE VIEWS OF EX-GOVERNOR LOWRY, 


He Regards Hill as One of the 
Greatest Men of the Ago, 


AS MEASURED BY HIS GREAT SUCCESS. 


His Record as Governor of New York 
Stamps Him asa Man Fit to Lead 
and Be Trusted. 


Jackson, Miss., March 1.—(Special.)—The 
Constitution’s representative dropped in the 
office of ex-Governor Lowry this morning, be- 
lieving that the ex-governor possessed {as 
thorough a knowledge of the situation in 
Mississippi as any man in the commonwealth, 
and, knowing his great interest in the 
success and permanent ascendancy of democ- 
racy, | asked him what he thought of the can- 
didacy of Governor Hill, of New York, for 
president, his statesmanship and chances for 
the nomination. 

The governor replied that he believed Sen- 
ator Hill had given evidence of ability and 
possessed elements of statesmanship that 
placed him among the foremost men of the 
country. If public men are to be tested by the 
success attained, the New York senator would 
be classed well up with the most prominent of 
our statesmon. He hasrisen to the require- 
ments of every occasion he has been called on 
to meet. 

“Then, governor, how do you interpret the 
fight made on Governor Hill in his state and 
the abuse to which ho is subjected by some of, 
the New York papers?” 

‘*Well, sir, there have been differences and 
dissensions among démocrats in New York for 
@ number of years, and it is difficult for any 
presidential candidate to unite the party, 
especially when two or more persons of thag 
state dre spoken of in connection with the 
presidency, butit would seem that the deme 
cratic state convention that gave Governor 
Hill such a candid endorsement on the 22d 
instant is the highest evidence of his accepte- 
bility to the party in his state. Iattach but 
little importancé to the abuse of which you 
speak. To one living at this distance from the 
Empire State itis scarcely reconcilable with 
truth to charge corruptions and improper 
methods in a public official who bas been for 
years successfulin his professional and po- 
litical aspirations. Tho people are not so 
easily duped, nor does an intelligent public 
make such mistakes in selecting thelr most 
trusted agents. My information is that Gov- 
ernor Hill stood at the head of the bar in the 
city of Elmira, that he was twice chosen fres- 
ident of the bar association of New Vick; 
that. he served the city govtra 
ment; that while living there he was 
nominated and elected lieatenant governor; 
and subsequently to two termsas governor, 
and lastly United States senator. It is hardly 
probable that a gentleman thus honored de- 
serves the attacks to which you refer. My 
view of the political situation is that demo- 
cratic principles and measures will lighten the 
burthens of government and add to the pros- 
perity of the country. The success of the 
nominee should be carefully considered, and, 
New York being a pivotal state, with more 
electoral yotes than any other, will be neces- 
sary for democratic success. Of this there 
the can be no guestion. Hill has performed 
important services for the state. Through his 
earnest efforts the democracy of New York is 
in better condition than it has been in twonty 
years. He has shown wonderful resources 
and elements of leadership, equaled by but 
few, ifany, of our public men. He has im- 
pressed himself favorably upon the entire 
country, and if nominated would, in my judg- 
ment, poll the entire strength of his party.”’ 


NORTH CAROLINA'S RAILROADS. 


The First Annual Report of the State Com- 
mission. 

RALEIGH, N. C., March 1.—[{Special.]~The 
first annual report of the North Carolina railway 
commission is made public today. It shows that 
there are forty-seven railways in operation, with 
a total length of 3,432 miles, Every county, save 
twelve, is penetrated by one or more roads. The 
taxable property of the roads, as assessed by the 
commission, is eighteen andahalf millions. The 
capital stock in the state is thirty-seven millions, 
the funded debt thirty-eight and one-half millions, 
and current liabilities thirty-nine hundred thous- 
and. The gross earnings for 1891 were eighty-six 
hundred thousand, and operating expenses fifty- 
tive hundred thousand, ali these figures being in 
round numbers, 

The commission says it was much embarrassed 
in making a fairand uniform rate of taxation, 
because two of the largest systems, the Wilming- 
ton and Weldon and the Seaboard Air-Line,* 
claimed exemption from taxation, the former for 
all its branch lines now built or which it may con- 
struct. This assumption is controverted, and a 
suit is now resperes : which the commission hopes 
will compel the roads to bear their proportion of 
the public burdens. 


THE CRISIS HAS COME 


In the Fight Between Birmingham and 
Pennsylvania Iron. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 1.—(Special.)— 
The crisis of the fight between Pennsylvania 
and Birmingham in iron production is felt to 
have arrived. The market has gone to pieces 
and Birmingham furnaces have over one 
hundred thousand tons in their yards. The 
railroads have been called upon to reduce 
freight to the lowest possible point, and a re- 
duction of 10 per cent in wages has been de- 
termined on. Representatives of the three 
leading companies have gone on to New York 
to consult with the eastern stockholders and 
directors of the railroads interested in this 
section. In the meanwhile the furnaces con- 
tinue in full operation. 


Whisky Men Arrested. 


CHICAGO, March 1.—It is at last definitely 
known that the federal grand jury at Boston on 
February 11th indicted all of the officers and di- 
rectors of the Cattle Feeding and Distilling Com- 
pany, better known as the whisky trust, for vio- 
lating the Sherman anti-trust law. Today United 
States Marshal Hitchcock’s deputies were 
serving warrants for the arrest of the fol- 
lowing persons: Joseph B. Greenhut, Peoria, 
president of the trust; Herbert L. Terrell, 
of New York, vice president; William N, Hobart, 
of Cincinnati, treasurer; Warren H. Corning, 
Julius E. French, Cleveland; Lewis H. Green, 
Cincinnati; Nelson Morris, George J. Gibson and 
Peter Hennessy, of Chicago, directors. Mr. 
Hennessy is also secretary. He was arrested this 
morning. Other warrants issued in this district 
are for Greenhut, Gibson and Morrie. Gibson is 
supposed to be in this city. Morrisis in Califor- 
nia. Greenhut was arrested this morning in Peoria.

IT SNOWED WORMS. 


Peculiar Phenomena at Lancaster, Pa., Yes- 
terday During a Storm. 


Washington, March 1.—A_ heavy gale 
prevailed last night and still continues 
along the New. Jersey aud New Hugland 
coast, aud extends to the interior of l’enn- 
sylvaunia and New York. ‘The beach at 
Long Brauch and Atlantic City is badly 
torn up. A large vessel is_ reported 
wrecked at Sandy Hook. Unfinished 
houses at Ailantic City and Jersey City 
suffered much damage. Several were de 
molished. In some cases completed and 
substautial structures were unroofed. At 
Lancaster, Pa., the storm was accompanied 
by peculiar phenomena. Mixed with the 
snow this morning were hundreds’ of 
worms of various species. Some of them 
resembled the tobacco worm and others 
are unknown in that section. hey are 
believed to have been brought by the 
high winds. The deepest snow of the year 
covers the ground of all villages on the 
lower Hudson, and sleighs are again out. 
The snow is fifteen inches deep at Hazle- 
ton, Pa., and eight or ten inches is common 
over a very large section of Pennsylvania 
and New York. Telegraphs, telephones 
and railroads are having a bad time. 

A team of mules struck a fallen electric 
light wire at Harrisburg, Pa., and were 
iustantly killed. 

The greatest damage of all has occured 
to seaside resorts along the New Jersey 
coast. 
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SEVEN WERE KILLED 


And Others Injureidl in a Railroad Collis- 
ion in Wisconsin. 

Milwaukee, Wis., March 1.—The Water- 
town local train, due here at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, ran into and demolished the 
rear end of a train loaded with employes of 
the West Milwaukee shops of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad, killing 
sevenand injuring several others The 
trains were moving in the same direction, 
the workmen’s train having just left the 
main track on a short switch,and strung it- 
self out on the track with the main line. 
Switchman Bartel failed to turn 
the switch after the workmen's 
train, and the local, a moment after, 
passed on the short switch, and, 
in a minute, had telescoped the rear 
car. The seven men killed were terribly 
mangled. The engineer of the local re- 
versed his machine, but not soon enough 
to avert the terrible disaster. 

Bartel has disappeared, and officers are 
after him. His friends say he will give 
himself up late tonight. The men killed 
were mechanics living in the city. The 
bodies were taken to the morgue, and the 
work of identification is in progress. The 
engine and baggage car of the local and 
four cars of the workmen's train were de 
railed, but none of the local’s passengers 
were killed. 


TO PUNISH WHITE CAPS. 


A Mississippi Legislator Gets Down to Solid

The Olcott Report Is Promised in a 
Few Days. 


THE OUTLINE HAS BEEN GIVEN, 


An Immense Syndicate Organized 
to Underwrite the Securities. 


NO ONE SELECTED FOR PRESIDENT. 


Interest Was Paid Promptly on Bonds 
Yesterday—Brighter Days 
in Bight. 


New York, March 1.—From members of 
the Richmond Terminal railroad company re- 
organization committee, it was learned this 
morning that the committee report would not 
be made public for two or three days vet, 
probably not until the end of the week. The 
committee held a meeting last evening and 
nearly completed their work, but there are, 
as. one of them said today, a few minor de- 
tails to be completed and rounded off before 
it can be submitted to the security-holders. 

On the success of the plan depends the suc- 
cessful operation of 7,500 miles of rajlroad in 
one system. It is believed that there will 
not be much news in the committee’s report 
when it is made public, members of the com- 
mittee admitting that the outline of it al- 
ready published was substantially correct, ns 
well as the values to be placed on ihe dif- 
ferent classes of securities. 

To underwrite the new securities to be 
issued under the plan proposed by the com- 
mittee, a syndicate has been, or is being 
formed, which will represent $35,000,000. 
According to persons interested nearly all 
the money necessary has been subscribed for 
that purpose. At the time of the appoint- 
ment of the committee, with Olcott as chair- 
man, a syndicate representing $6,000,000 
was formed to take care of the then out- 
standing loans of the Richmond Terminal 
Company. That syndicate, however, it is 
said, has not been called upon to advance a 
dollar, and members of it have transferred 
their subscriptions to the new syndicate to 
underwrite the new _ securities with the 
privilege of taking the first securitie offered. 
Subscriptions to the new syndicate for 
many millions of dollars were guaranteed 
yesterday by several well known bankers 
and prominent capitalists. A gentleman 
who is closely identified with the members 
of the re-organization committee told a re- 
porter tris afternoon trat he should not be 
surprised if the subscription to the syndicate 
amounted to $50,000,000.

Some Interesting changes of the schedules 
of the different lines of the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company go into effect today. 

Mr. Joel Hurt outlined these in an interest- 
frig talk last efening. 

“Yes,’’ said he, ‘‘we have just made. some 
changes in the schedules. These are chiefly 
upon Marietta and Whitehall streets. 

“The extra cars running from Spring and 
Courtland across to Whitehall bave not proven 
so popular as was at first supposed. We have 
changed these extra cars to ran on Whitehall 
from Marietta sireet, and on account of a 
necessity for the general curtailing of expenses 
the service on Marioctta and Whiteball, and 
some other streets, will be less frequent than 
it has been heretofore. 

‘'The company’s receipts since the Ist of 
December last have not met our expectations, 
and we wiil reduce somewhat the number of 
cars heretofore in operation during times of 
the day whon travel is lightest, and thus effect 
a large saving. The cars have all been elec- 
trically equipped, the tracks are now in fine 
condition, anditonly remains to equip the 
other lines of the company in order to com- 
piete the work entered upon Jast year. 

“We will undertake to furnish the best 
gervice that can be afforded on all of the lines, 
taking into considtration the amount of travel 
on each route. As these routes become more 
thickiy populated and travel increases the 
service will be moro frequent, but- until then 
it is necessary to coniine the cars within a rea- 
sonable iimit.”’ 

The Schedules as Now Fixed. 
“What schedules have you adopted today ?’’ 
*“*There will be four regular cars on Marietta 

and Decatur streets, making a fiftecn-minute 
schedu!e from tlie Exposition mills to the ter- 
minus on Decatur street, and during the early 
morning and Jate hours of the day there will 
be extra cars running froin tho terminus of 
the Marietta street line to the terminus of the 
double tracks on Whitehall street, ranning in 
between the fifteen-minute cars, and furnish- 
ing a schedule from the terminus of the double 
tracks on Marietta street to the terminus of 
the double tracks on Whitehall street of seven 
and one-half minutes. 

“These cars will bo run forthe special accom- 
modation of operatives and clerks whocrowd 
the cars on these lines during these hours. There 
will be another schedule on Marietta strect 
furnished by the two cars coming from Simp- 
gov strect and Jones avenue. These, for the 
present, will run only to the junction of Broad 
and Marietta, making the trip every fifteen 
minutes. 

Inman Park to West End. 

“There will bo six cars running from Inman 
Park to West End via Edgewood’avenue and 
Whitehall street, as heretofore, making a 
regular sehedule of fifteen minutes. The cars 
heretofore making the short run from the 
Boulevard on Nelscn and Walker, will be dis- 
continued, but the! other cars from West 
End over Peters, Walker, Nelson 
and out the Boulevard, returning via Jackson 
street, will be continued, making the schedule 
thirty minutes. Ttavelon this line is very 
light at present, and as it increases other cars 
will be added. ~ mek 

- “The cars on Spring, West Peachtree and 
Courtland ¢treets will terminate their run, as 
heretofore, at the junction of Broad and Ma- 
rietta, and will run at intervals of twengy 
minutes, unless it should become necessary 
to add other cars on this line during the early 
morning and late in the ef ernoon. 

“Cars will leave the junction of Broad and 


Marietta every thirty minutes, and will run- 


via Houston streetand Highland avenue to the 
station in the property of the Copenhill Land 
Company, making the trip every twenty min- 


- utes. Some changes are contemplated in the 


line to Westview cemetery, but these we have 


prot yet decided upon.” :

“What will the company do this yearin the 
way of completing equipment of the othet 
lines ?’” p 

‘We will commence delivery of material on 
Capitol avenue tomorrow with’ a view to 
equipping this line forthwith. Will probably 
take up the West Peachtree extension next 
and itis not improbable that the question of 
electrically equipping Peachtres street will 
be brought before the council again soon. I 
have been approached by quite a number of 
citizens on that street, some of the parties who 
were last year opoosed to having e'ectric cars 
on the street, and it is quite likely that a pe- 
tition will be circulated generally asking that 
the company substitute electric cars for the 
present horse cars on that street. There ap- 
— to bo no further apprehensions of the 

angers from electricity, so far as I know.”’ 

‘‘ffow soon do you hope to bave the further 
equipping of all of those lines done ?”’ 

“It is very likely that all of this work will be 
done by summer, and, except for the unfortu- 
nate condition of alfairs of the Metropolitan 
Street Railroad Company, the lines of this 
road would a'so have been equipped by the 
middle of next summer. As maiters now 
staud, we are unable to predict what will be 
done with the lines of this company, as it is in 
@harge of the court.’’ 

Talking of Progress. 

“So far, Mr. Hurt, what has been the effect 
on tho city of the substitution of electric cars 
for horse cars?” 7 

‘‘{ prefer that the public generally answer 
this question. ‘To me the result is so apparent 
that I bardly deem an answer necessary. It is 
saflicient to say thatI am satisfied, so far, with 
the result,and, indeed, feel gratified at the 
good I understand must follow from providing 
this city with a system of street railway trans- 
portation that today stands abreast with the 
finest in the country. Only two days ago 
I beard a prominent gentleman, not unac- 
quainted with the street railway work in the 
southern field, say to one of our leading 
citizens that he had ridden over the 
tracks of the Consolidated company, and that 
they were the finest and best altogether that 
he had seen. In constructing these roads we 
have uppermost in mind that the weak point 
of a roadbed to carry electric cars was at the 
joints of the rail. These we have so secured 
that on our lines the joints are the strongest 
part of the roadbed. t any citizen take a 
ride on the Whitehall, Marietta. Decatur, or 
any other central line, direct his attention to 
the suiooth, even running of the cara, and he 
must appreciate this fact.

The Ex-Governor’s Strong Endorsement of 
New York's Ohoice. 


New Orleans Picayune: In view of the 
fact that there are many signs of incipient 
revolt against the growing strength of 
Senator D. B. Hill's position in relation to 
the presidential nomination, it is worth 
while to note the views of the man who 
nominated Grover Cleveland for the Pre- 
sidency in the Chicago convention in 1884. 
That man is ex-Governor Lichardson B., 
Hubbard, of Texas. He is a strong man 
in the Empire State of the south, and has 
served his people ably, not only at home, 
but abroad, having been sent by President 
Cleveland to Japan as United States min- 
ister. Mr. Hubbard is representing his 
State in the trans-Mississippi commercial 
congress, now in session in New Orleans. 

Governor Hubbard is personally and by 
principle devoted to Mr. Cleveland’s can- 
didacy, but he sees that in the present as- 
pect of affairs Mr. Cleveland himself must 
recognize that his candidacy is out of the 
range of probability. Governor Hubbard's 
expressions were given in The Galveston 
News of Sunday. We copy from them. 
He said: 

“I hold, with due deference to the 
opinions of many political friends, that the 
democratic party as now constituted and 
operated cannot succeed in electing a pre- 
sident in 1892 without the electoral vote 
of New York. It is a significant and sug- 
gestive fact in our political history that 
the only two democratic presidents elected 
since 1860, Tilden and Cleveland, were 
not and could not have been elected with- 
out the vote of New York. The conditions 
have not changed. For both these nomi- 
nees the democracy of the Empire State, 
including the much-abused Tammany, cast 
their popular and electoral vote. The 
point I make, therefore, is this: That in 
the great national campaign which New 
York goes for the democratic nominees 
they are elected, and when voting against 
them they are defeated. 

“It is easy to prate about the virtuous in- 
dependence of any state and that we should 
cut loose from the moorings of our ship and 
sail away from and bld defiance to New 
York. Those who are anxious for the 
honors of political martyrdom can adopt 
this course. If we mean to win in 13592 
it strikes me that cautious, courageous 
and practical generalship requires and de- 
mands that we shall not forget that it is the 
numerical majority of electoral votes which 
is needed to elect a president, and no 
amount of able-bodied swearing, as ‘our 
army did in Flanders,’ that we will die in 
the last ditch for the right, will give any 
consolation to the vanquished. 

“We very often hear it said in the press 
and by after-dinner speakers: ‘Let New 
York go, we'll nominate a western dem- 
ocrat. Can we nominate a western man 
who can carry his own state? Who will it 
be? Is it Illinois? For thirty years that 
state has gone republican in presidential 
elections. General Palmer was elected to 
the United States senate by one vote. In 
Iowa Governor Boies won a signal victory, 
but it was largely on local prohibition and 
state issues, and besides Iowa has never in 
all her history voted for the democracy 
in presideutial years. The west will largely 
vote as in 1884 and 18S8. The silver states 
of Colorado, Montana, California and Ore- 
gon, though voting with the southern and 
western democrats in congress for free silver 
coinage, will as solidly vote for Herrison in 
1892 as in 1888, though he and his party are 
pledged against free silver coinage. 

“Vo must look to the east for a leader, 
though we may wishit might be otherwise. 
I have always favored and spoken for free 
silver coivage; yet, believing that the great- 
est issue was the tarriff, have been not 
only willing but anxious to see Mr. Cleve- 
land renominated in 1892, though his views 
were not in harmony with the southern and 
western democracy on the silver question. I 
believed, until recent events in New York, 
that the divisions in that state would be 
healed and that Mr. Cleveland would se- 
cure the indorsement of New York. He is 
a grand figure in our history, and for him I 
beave heretofore invoked the memorable 
words of Henry Cluy, ‘I would rather be 
right than be president.” But I am for the 
success of the democratic party rather than 
for men with all our grateful obligations ac- 
knowledged to them. Mr. Cleveland cannot 
carry the New York delegation to the 
Chicago convention; and, therefore, I am 
persuaded that he is eliminated from the 
presidential contest. Believing this to be 
true, and that Senator Hill will be the 
choice of New York for the presidency, it is 
my earnest opinion that the national con- 
vention should ratify that choice. Why not? 
The great state that will nominate him with 
her seventy-two votes has implicit faith in 
his courage, democracy, integrity and 
fidelity to principle. Itis notable, too,that 
the daily papers in New York that are op- 
posed to him are republican or mugwump— 
composed of that element which seeks con- 
trol without the power to secure it. Hill has 
won great and lasting civic victeries in spite 
of the opposition of vindictive enemies, and 
has redeemed New York and placed her in 
the undoubted democratic column fora 
quarter of a century to come, 1 hope, He 
has won these signal triumphs, too, whilst a 
republican national administration was in 
power, with its thousands of officcholders 
and millions of gold in New York. 

“Tknow Senator Hill, and have ahigh re- 
gard for his ability, courage and statesman- 
ship. It is fashionable to say that Tanimany 
indorses him, and therefore he is unclean; 
that he is a wire-worker and a mere tac- 
tician.. What blunders or crimes has hecom- 
mitted? He was Grover Cleveland’s lieu- 
tenant governor, and warmly supported him, 
as I can testify, at Chicago, in 1884. He 
was clected governor of the greatest state in 
the union, and has always been the bold and 
uncompromising advocate of tariff reduction 
and the Mills bill, and utters no uncertain 
sound when he advocates the free coinage of 
silver, and when he denounces the demon- 
etization of the white metal and demands its 
epual restoration. If these are the blunders 
and crimes, then he is indeed the chief of 
sinners. With his nomination at Chicago, 
and with such a man as Voorhees, Gray, 
Boies, Palmer or Morrison for vice presi- 
dent, New York, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Indiana and the solid south are assured, 
with fighting chances in Michigan, Lilinois, 
Wisconsin and Iowa.” 

It is useless to talk about democratic prin- 
ciples when the republicans hold the offices 
and control the government. the demo- 
cracy wants to have any opportunity to ex- 
ercise control in public affairs it must get 
possession of the field. It can only do this 
by supporting the strongest men.

The Sherman Law — What 
Future ? 

There is a great stir in political cir- 
cles: a ceaseless chatter about candidates 
and their availabiliiy, in which The 
Constitution is pleased to engage; but 
behind it all and at the bottom of it all 
—the souree and mainspring—is the sil- 
ver question. It is not merely the ques- 
tion of free coinage. The monoinetaliists 
and the money sharks who have been 
reaping millions out of the disparity be- 
tween gold and silver—the tricksters who 
are responsible for the crime of silver 
demonetization—have suddenly discover- 
ed that there iy more in the Sherman law 
than they dreamed of; more than the 
republican intended there 
should be. 

The Sherman law was intended as a 
makesh “t. It was framed to meet an 
emergency, and low! it has begot an 
emergency which its authors do not 
know how to meet. The situation has 
beecoine serious. The results of the law 
go far beyond the intentions and expec- 
tations of those who are responsible for 
jt. When it was first placed on the statute 
books, the tricksters congratulated them- 
gelves, shaking hands gravely when they 
met in the corridors, and looking wise. 
John Sherman rubbed his jaw with sat- 
isfaction, and Mr. Harrison patted his 
rotund belly -with the air of a victor. 
They talked a good deal about. the 
“narity’ between gold and silver, and 
they employed the term with a flippancy 
depressing to those who really: under-

Mr. Harrison had hardly shaken the 
fragments of Vermont sugar out of his 
beard before our gold began to. go out 


‘of the country. The republican financiers. 


and money sharks smiled at it and gave 
a hundred different explanations, but 
the more they explained the more rapid- 
ly the gold flowed out. The theory that 
this country couldn’t send any goki 
abroad and remain in a healthy condi- 
tion received a severe wrench. Strange 
to say, the financial experts saw “our” 
gold go out without shedding a tear. 
The very calamity which they predicted 
would ensue if silver was remonetized 
took place when the Sherman law be- 
gan to make its influence’ felt, and the 
equanimity. with which they regarded it 
was mainly the result of their complicity. 

About this time there were crop fail- 
ures in Europe and the monometallists 
the money sharks and the financial ex- 
perts hailed the fact with joy. There 
would be a great demand for American 
wheat and this would cause “our” gold 
to return. Some of the Wall street organs 
intimated to their readers that this Euro- 
pean crop failure, with its attendant 
threat of famine, was due to the activity 
of the republican administration in be- 
half of “sound money”. But-the result 
of it all has not come up to public expec- 
tation. We have been exporting grain at 
@ rapid and satisfactory rate, but “our” 
gold; has not been reclaimed. About 
$75,000,000 of the precious stuff was sent 
abroad, and, notwithstanding our heavy 
grain exports, only about $30,000,000 
has returned. 

The whole trouble lies in the Sherman 
Bilver law which provides for the pur- 
chase and storage each month of 4,500,000 
ounces of depreciated silver bullion. The 
European financiers saw what the result 
of this would be the moment the terms of 
the law were telegraphed to them. They 
judged these results from their own point 
of view. They had been led to believe 
that the people of this country were op- 
posed to free coinage, and they saw the 
{inevitable collapse of any effort to accum- 
alate depreciated bullion. At once they 
began to fortify themselves against the 
hour when this accumulation of bullion 
would be dumped on the market. They 
unloaded their American _ security, 
wome of them at a sacrifice, and the 
American gold that was shipped abroad 
fast year was the price paid for 
these securities in New York. A part of 
this gold returned as the price of Amer- 
ican grain, but .the outflow of gold has 
set in again and it will continue until 
Europe is in a position to regard with 
equanimity the inevitable result of tho 
Sherman law, - , 

Free coinage is the only remedy that 
can now be applied. When remonetiza- 

tion has given to glver bullion the 
potential power of money there will no 


longer be any danger of a Collapse which - 


will place our currency on the basis 
of depreciated silver. The administration 
has been informed by its Wall street 
friends fhat something must be done. 
Little Mr. Seligman was trotting about 
over Europe last year trying to drum 
up an international conference, and now, 
Mr. Foster, the secretary of the treasury, 
has gone abroad for the same purpose. 
But nothing will be done. Europe will 
not play its legal tender silver against 
the depreciated silver which the United 
States treasury is accumulating and 
storing. The Uyited States government 
wil) not be in a position to dictate terms 
until free coinage ig in operation and

“every silver dollar is as good as any 
other dollar,” to quote from Senator 
HiW’s platform. ; 

The time is close at hand when the 
monometallists and the money sharks 
have to choose between free coinage and 
a collapse which will wreck our finan- 
cial system. 

The silver democrats in congress should 
stand firm. The question of free coinage 
is immediate. It calls for aggressive 
| action. 


The Western Farmers.

The returns are still incomplete, but the 
following condensed summary given by The 
Chicago News throws considerable light 


upon the situation. The News says! 

The figures of two representative districts have 
been unofficially given out. One consista of a 
group of ten neighboring counties in Kansas, a 
little west of ‘Topeka. The other embraces ten 
counties inthe southwestern part of Ohio, and 
includes Cincinnati and the manufacturing 
centers of the Miami valley. The two districts 
are believed to be fairly representative of their 
respective states. 

In the ten Kansas counties there were found to 
be 18,879 farms. Reports were returned from all 
but about 7 per cent of these, and results are thus 
summarized by Mr. G. K. Holmes, of the census 
bureau:

Ohio—Percentage of hired farms, 1890...........

Extending the percentage obtained in the ten 
counties over the whole state of Kansas, it ap- 
pears that of every nine farms two are free of 
debt, three. are worked by tenants and four are 
occupied by owners, and are subject to an’ in- 
cumbrance of 38 per cent of their value. 

In Ohio, on the basis of these returns, out of 
every eight farms four are held free of debt, three 
are worked by tenants and oneis occupied by the 
owner, and is subject to an incumbrance of 37 per 
cent of its value. 

The returns regarding homes are equally inter- 
esting. No jess than 48 per cent of the homes of 
the Kansa3 district are hired, while in the Ohio 
district, ineluding Cincinnati, 70 per cent of the 
homes are hired. Excluding Cincinnati, 50 per 
cent are so held. In Kansas, 41 per cent of the 
owned homes are subject to incumbrance, and in 
Obio 22 per ceut of the homes are mortgaged. 

The inference is that the western agricul- 
turists are drifting from bad to worse. They 
are being divided into landlords and tenants. 
The farm owners are growing fewer every 
year, and the hirelings are growing more 
numerous. Noristhisall. The percentage 
of mortgaged farms is simply appalling. 

After glancing over these official facts 
and figures we do not wonder at the intense 
fury of seme of the western reformers. 
Half crazed by their burdens they are ready 
to try any remedy, believing thatany change 
almost. must be for the better. “When

A RECEIVER ASKED FOR. 


The Glass Company's Affairs Will Proba- 
‘bly Be Wound Up. 


A receiver has been asked for by the At- 
lanta Glass Company. 

The application was made last night by Mr. 
A. C. King, of Calhoun, King & Spalding, 
representing the Atlanta Lumber Company 
and other creditors. Judge Clarke set March 
12th for the hearing of the bill. This move was 
no surprise tothe stockholders of the company. 
In fact it was expected by them. 

Matters have been hastened to a crisis by 
the death of the late Dr. J. W. Rankin. The 
glass works was a pet institution of his, and 
when the company was first formed his was 
the master spirit. 

He led and the others followed. He sub- 
scribed largely toward the building of the fac- 
tory and did a great deal to keep it going after 
it was put in operation. 

The stockholders all lost heavily when the 
factory was burned last fall. 

The total loss in round numbers was $65,000, 
and the insurance on the factory was only 
$17,400. The capital stock of the company 
was but $50,000. 

After the burning of the factory all the stock- 
holders were opposed to rebuilding it. The 
did not care to risk oF more capital in build- 
ing a new factory. All felt this way about the 
matter except Dr. Rankin. He wauted to re- 
build the factory. It had been a wonderful 
factor in building up south Atlanta. It had 
increased real estate values, had established 
many homes and nv employment to hun- 
dreds of men. Its pay roll was $2,000 per 
week. He was unwilling to see the factory 
stop and the company disband. He stated on 
the morning of the fire that the factory would 
be rebuilt, and if he had~ lived it 
probably would have been. He had de- 
cided to furnish all the money 
needed, and Mr. A. G. Candler, the vice presi- 
dent, was to manage the affairs of the com- 
pany. 

But since his death theidea of rebuilding 
the factory has. about been abandoned. The 
affairs of the company seem to have been hur- 
ried to a climax. 

A conference of the stockholders was held 
yesterday afternoon. At the conference there 
were present Mr. A. G. Candler, Mr. H. J. 
Lamar, of Macon; Mr. J. W. Rankin, -Jr., 
Mr. 8S. M. Inmanand Mr. Edmund W. Martin. 

No definite action was taken, but the senti- 
ment seemed to be in fayor of closing up the 
company. Two mortgages of $25,000 each are 
held against the company, besides a large 
amount of open accounts which the company 
owes. Dr. Rankin was the largest stock- 
holder and the largest creditor of the com- 
ret His last act of business was to en- 

orse some of the glass company’s paper. 

A meeting of the stockholders will probably 
be held today.

AN ATLANTA END 


To a Sensation That Has Stirred Up Bir- 
mingham. 

Thé Gate City National bank, of Atlanta, is 
congratulating itself on its escape from being 
the victim of aslick swindling scheme, while 
the Alabama National bank, of Birmingham, 
may be called upon to mourn the loss of $6,000 
by not being so fortunate. 

Some days ago a modest, retiring look- 
ing young man, possessing a black mustache, 
bit nothing in his appearance or demeanor to 
distinguish him from an ordinary, good busi- 
ness man, stepped into the Gate City National 
bank and informed the receiving teller that 
he desired to open an account, and, being 
handed the signature book, wrote in a plain, 
bold hand the name of B. Zorn. 

A day or twojlater he again entered the bank 


and wanted to buy some New York exchange. 


He called for two certificates of the denomina- 
tion of two and four dollars respectively. The 
desired exchange was issued on the Park Na- 
tional bank, of New York, the regular corre- 
spondent of the Gate City National bank. 
Zorn accepted it, walked out, and 
nothing more was thought of the mat- 
ter until the Gate City National received 
advices from the Park national, of New York, 
that the latter held two exchange certificates, 
one for $2,000 and the other for $4,000, issued 
by the former, which bore evidences of hav- 
ing been tampered with. The advice was to 
the effect that the drafts had undoubtedly been 
raised and the name of the payee changed. 
Mr. Zorn and Mr. Gellhorn. 

The following story from Birmingham will 
givea better history of Mr. Zorn and his trans- 
actions: . 

Birmingham, Ala., March 1.—(Special.)— 
M. Gellhorn has gone and leaves a large num- 
ber of victims. Hecame here a little over 
twelve months ago, ostensibly from south 
Africa, where he claimed tohave left a father- 
in-law and considerable property. "He had a 
wife and their home on the Highlands was a 
pleasant place fer social poker parties,- with 
more or less limited stakes. an 

Gellhorn organized the Mutual Endowment 
Union of the United States, which issued 
bonds of the face valne of $100. The sub- 
scriber paid in $45 in twelve ‘equal payments, 
and at the end ofa year was to draw out $100: 
The bonds were in Series by months. The first 
month’s series fell due Saturday, and Gell- 
horn left Friday night. He also victimized a 
number of his friends who had loaned him 


up the story that his father- 
bad sold out their joint 
possessions in south Africa and would 


be here in a few days with $200,000. He went - 


over to Atlanta last week, and came back 
with two checks on New York, drawn by the 
Gate City National bank, of Atlanta, on the 
Park bank, of New ‘York, one for $2,000 and 
one for $4,000. One of his local creditors en- 
dorsed one check, in order to get his meney 
out of it, and another endorsed the other for 
the same purpose. 
Gellhorn put the balance. of both in his 
cket. The Park bank-notified the Alabama 
‘ational bank here that it had passed the 
$2,000 check to tts credit, but subsequent in- 
quiry at Atlanta developed that the original 
check was for $2 and Gellhorn had passed it. 
The other check was raised the same way 
but the Park bank is not caught bythat. The 
amount that Gellhorn got away with was 
about twenty thousand doliars. 


The Atlanta End. 

The Atlanta career of Mr. Gellhorn, or Mr. 
Zorn—who appear to be one and the same—is 
outlined above. If his transactions here were 
more varied than those cited, they have not as 
yet come tothe surface. _ 

‘I saw the map Zorn,"’ said Mr. Wel)born 
Hill, vice president of the Gate City, when 
asked about the case last night. “We knew 


nothing about him, but today received infor- 


mation from the Park bank to the effect that 
as soon as the drafts were presented the fact 
that they had been tampered with was dis- 
covered. Qurbank cannot, of course, lose 
anything in the matter.”

Was the Angier Committee Meeting in 
the Custom House Yesterday. 


THERE 1S TROUBLE IN THE RANKS 


Of the G. O. P.—A Combination to Beat 
Angier as a Delegate to Minneapolis. 
Local Republicans All Torn Up, 


While the rest of the world is taking life 
easy, the republicans of this district are 
having lots of trouble. 

The president recently transmitted to his 
constituents a message to the effect that 
it would be exceedingly unpleasant to him 
to have federal office holders as delegates 
to the national convention. 

This message suited one faction of the 
loeal republicans, but one did not. Those 
who were not pleased do not propose to 
abide its conditions. The faction that 
now has the pull on the administration, 
and are the office holders, are not willing to 
surrender it, while the other faction is 
clamoring to get possession of the reins 
through the agency and aid of the presi- 
dent’s message. 

Colonel E. A. Angier and C. C. Wimbish 
represent the office holders’ faction. 

J. T. Schell is their strongest man, and, 
with him, they are holding their forces to- 
gether, trying to agree on an available 
second man. A combination between this 
crowd and several members of the custom- 
house squad, lead by Colonel Buck, was 
formed yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of defeating Ed Angier, Wimbish 
having already been practically elected; but 
the new combination is fighting against 
odds. 

A conference committee, composed of 
Colonel Buck, General Lewis and Smith 
Lasley, was appointed to meet and agree 
upon a man to go with Wimbish te the 
national convention—a man who would re- 
ceive the solid support of Atlanta and have 
influence with the administration. When 
Hasley got to the committee room, the other 
two members of the committee had agreed 
upon Walker, instead of Angier, and had 
signed papers to that effect. Masley stoutly 
refused to concur in the report, and, for a 
short time, things were lively. Colonel 
Buck retired from the committee,disgusted, 
but sent in, as his successor, Rucker, an- 
other anti-Angier map, who was stationed 
outside for the purpose. 

Kucker’s presence did not tend to har- 
monize matters in the least, however, and 
the fight proceeded. 

News of the little private war spread 
over town, and it was not long before 
about all the republican politicians of any 
consequence. in the ‘city were hanging 
around the committee room. Easley had 
Bill Pledger as a lieutenant in his single 
handed fight for Angier. 

They were still wrangling over the mnat- 
ter late last night, with the -chances 
greatly in Angier’s favor. The assistant 
district attorney has a strong support, and 
the chances are that he will go as one of 
this district’s delegates to the republican 
national convention.

gerated. His advice is not to go to Africa 
unless you have money; otherwise you will 
have to work for 25 cents a day, just as 
the big, muscular Africans do, and live on 
a diet of roots and vegetables that is 
wholly uncongenial to the tastes and ap- 
petites of Americans, . 3 

He believes in the future of the country, 
and thinks in time it will be, by long odds, 
the best and most advantageous country 
on earth for the colored. race; but 100 
years hence will be easily time enough for 
paupers and “rag-tag American negroes” 
to think about emigrating there. He 
thinks today it is only suited to that class 
of emigrants that can carry a considerable 
amount of money and plenty of energy 
with them.

He soon succeeded in in- 
gratiating-himself into the friendship of Mr. 
Domini. For several days he hung about the 
hotel, acting very queerly, and then suddonly 
disappeared. 

The Atlanta End. 

Mr. Domini returned to Atlanta and forgot 
the conductor. On last Saturday Laerke sur- 
prised him by walking inio his placo of busi- 
ness on Marietta streot. Several minutes 
afierwards a young man entered and soon was 
engaged in conversation with the conductor. 

A mowent later the two siapped each other 
in a friendly way on the back and shook with 
laughter. Laerke then walked up to Domini 
and introduced the man as Charles D. Smith, 
a fellow Cincinnatian. He said they had just 
become acquainted—500 miles away from 
home. 

Smith gave his business as a stock ccaler 
aud stated that he had come to Atlanta with a 
drove of horses. Then he looked at his watch. 
It was past 3 o’clock and the banks were 
closed. Wouldn’t Mr. Domini cash a check 
for him? 

‘Since you don’t know me, just give mo $10 
on it,’’ remarked the smooth man laughingly. 

Laerke quickly recommended Smith and 
Domini kindly obliged him. The check was 
signed by W. M. Ellis, of LaFontaine & 
Ellis, and it seemed to be all right. 

On Monday morning Laerke called at 
Pomini’s house and asked for a further ad- 
vance of $15 for his friend who was sick.

NOT ENOUGH WORK FOR THEM ALL. 


New Regulations Go Into Effect on the 
East Tennessee—The Southern 
Express Extends, 


The Western and Atlantic officials say 
that the reductions in the force at the 
machine shops were made because there 
was not work enough to justify keeping 
the number of employes they have had on 


the pay roll. : 

“We want to keep every man that we 
have work for,” said Superintendent Mce- 
Collum yesterday. ‘Railroads are run just 
like any commerctal business. When there 
is plenty to do extra help is taken on. A 
year ago we put on men in the shops here 
to cach up with the work that had 
accumulated. In February, 1891, the pay 
roll of the machine and car shops was 

10.000, Along in the summer and last 

all it ran from $7,700 to $9,000 a month. 
In January of this year the pay roll was 

7,235.45. We hate to lay men off, aad 
wish we had steady work for all of them 
all the year.” 

There is not any room here to enlarge 
the shops, and the machinery in them -is 
not as modern as in the shops at Nash- 
ville, which is the reason some work has 
been sent there, he etated. Any ordinary 
repairing can be done here, but general 
overhauling of a locomotive can be done 
better in Nashville. He says that return- 
ing north-bound freixht cars are largely 
“empties,” and it is better to repair them 
at Nashville than to send them to the At- 
lanta or Chattanooga shops. 

Being asked if there 
further reduction aronnd the shops, the 
superintendent said that he hoped busi- 
ness would so improve that more men 
would have to be taken on. 

A New Order of Things. 

Beginning yesterday, a new system of mak- 
ing remittances went into effecton the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia. Instead of 
sending receipts direct to headquarters agents 
and conductors now deposit in banks at differ- 
ent points. For example, all agents between 
Atlanta junction and Holton, both inclusive, 
remitall moneys, checks and drafts to the 
American Trust and Banking Company, At- 
Janta. Agents between Macon and Dock 
Junction remit to Macon. Kuoxville, Chat- 
tanooga, Selma and Branswick are also made 

laces of deposit. Conductors on the Atlanta 
division will either deposit personally at the 
American Trust Bank Sees or remit by express 
at the end of each run. 

The banks wire headquarters each morning 
the amounts to the company’s credit and the 
treasurer knows just how much money there 
isin Land oach day.

AN ADDRESS FROM THE COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Kirkpatrick in Charge of the Finances. 
One ofthe Largest Gatherings 
This Year. 


The finance committee of the Scotch-Irish 
Society will begin this week to canvass the 
city for the entertainment fund which will be 
needed to take care of the - national Scotch- 
Irish congress when it meets here April 28th. 

Atlanta’s hospitality has been pledged by 
the city council), the mayor and a number of 
organizations, and the local Scotch-Irish Soci- 


ety expects to receive the assistance which is 
necessary in entertaining so large a conven- 
tion. 

The executive committee has 
following address: 

To the Citizens of Atlanta and State of Georgia 
—During the sixty years or more before the revo- 
lutionary war people of different nationalities 
came from the old world to America. Prominent 
among these were a largé pumber of Scoteh who 
had long been living in Ireland, Being Proteat- 
ants and dissenters frour the established church 
of England, they were deprived of privileges, both 
civil and freligious, which privileges they were 
neyertheless determined to have. Like others, 
they. emigrated to America and here became 
prominent actors in allthat led up to American 
independence, and to the estahlishment here of a 
government under which each citizen has full 
civil and religious liberty. The blessings fought 


issued the 


for and so dearly bought by them are now our in- 


heritance and our trust. 

The descendants of that people, denominated as 
the Scotch-Irish, and those of their kindred who 
have more recently come to America, being grate- 
ful for and proud of all that has been done by 
others in the past and present history of our 
country, do now, nevertheless, desire to gather up 
the facts of history which show what tbeir an- 
cestors have. done towards making this “the land 
of the free and the home of the brave,”’ 

The members of the association belong to dif- 
ferent states, different churches, different politi- 
cal parties, but they are on4 in all the aims that 
characterize the good and great. Many papers 
and addresses full of valuable and interesting in- 
formation have already been given to the public, 
and many more will be forthcoming at this meet- 
ing of the congress in Atlanta, 

ord Magaulay in giving a vivid description of 
the way in which the Protestants of Ulster, now 
after the lapSt ot a half dozen generations, con-

THE NEW YORK MAREET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New York, March 1.~—The stock market failed to dis- 
play either the animation or strength of yesterday to- 
day, and while realizations were heavy in the stocks 
which have had the greatest advance of late, there was 
no lack of short seller to give the downward move- 
ment character and impetus. More gold was ordered 
today and that had its influence in depressing prices, 
The leading feature of the market today was New Eng- 
land, and as usual without any apparent reason for it. 
The only other feature of the market worthy of note 
was the increased animation and strength in Vander- 
bilt stocks in the afternoon. The most pronounced 
movementin them was in Michigan Central, which 
emerged for the time being from the most utter obliy- 
ion to lead the list in strength, rising 3 per cent to 
110}4, followed later by Lake Shore, which was forced 
up to 1274 on Jarger business than has been seen in 
some time in that stock. Coalers were weak points, 
and reaction from the high figures attained yesterday 
were heavy, but not by any means to be compared with 
their late gains. The indictment against the whisky 
trust official caused some decline in that stock during 
early trading, but its effect soon wore away anda par- 
tial recovery occurred, while the other Industrials as a 
rule were heavy throughout the day. The general 
list opened at insignificant changes from last night, 
but prices developed a weak temper which gave way 
toa fractional advance under the influence of the 
strength in New England, but later there was a gen- 
eral decline and prices remained ter the rest of the 


day below the level of the first figures. The strength 
in Vanderbilts seemed to have no influence upon the 
rest in the afternoon, and the market finally closed 
quiet and heavy at fractional losses for the day. Jer- 
sey Central is down 1, and Lackawanna 14, but Dela- 
ware and Hudson, after some wide fluctuation, closed 
unchanged, and Reading was traded in within narrow 
limits throughout the day.

KEW YORK, March 1.—The persistent strength of 
the market on this side of the Atlanticseems at last to 
have secured some recognition in Liverpool, and futures 
there today show a net advance of from 4@5-644 on 
last evening's prices. Spot sales arc 8,000 bales. Our 
cables attribute the improvement to two causes—first, 
much smaller tenders upon March contracts than had 
generally been expected, only 6,277 bales being deliv- 
Cred today, whereas we understand 30,000 to 46,000 
bales bad been expected, Second, the execution of 
large buying orders in the distant positions against 
sales in this market, the relatively low price at which 
the new crop dcliveries are selling in Liverpool and 
the full premium obtainable for the same positions 
making the business a very attractive one. Naturally 
the execution here of the selling orders, based upon 
the purchases made in Liverpool, have checked any 
pronounced advance in New York, and the net gain 
here up to 1 o'clock was less than 6 points. Beyond 
the arbitrage busincses above referred to the day has 
not developed any orders of special importance. The 
interests that are credited with being buyers of cotton 
during the last few weeks do not apparently seem dis- 
posed to follow the ‘advance, and withdraw whenever 
prices show any special strength. Their orders have 
been conspicuously lacking today.

THE CHICAGO MARKET.

CHICAGO, March 1.—In the wheat market, con- 
sidering the break of yesterday, even the bears did not 
seem disposed to press their advantage much further 
for the moment, and rather a strong feeling ruled 
most ofthe time, shorts covering freely, and there was 
also some investment buying up to the noon hour, 
Then the market became weak; the advance secured 
during the forenoon brought out a large amount of 
long stuff which showed a profit, and the short selling 
became more aggressive. Late cables were also less 
assuring. The result was that the advance was lost, 
but there was some reaction before the close, which 
was at medium figures. May opened unchanged at 
89%jc, advanced to 90\sc, receded to 89%,c, and closed 
steady at 99'<c. 

Corn was decidedly strong and higher. The offerings 
were light, and with a good demand for cash corn from 
the shippers. The shorts seemed disposed to cover, 
and longs were doing what they could to increase the 
firmness. It weakened a little in sympathy with 
wheat during the last hour, but closed at about the 
top. May opened unchanged at 42'4c, advanced to 
42°;c, weakened to 42'¢c, and closed steady at 42% c. 

Oats sympathized with wheat and corn, and closed 
with ‘4c advance. 

Hog products were unsettled. Pork opened higher 
on smaller receipts of hogs than was expected, and 
advanced @10c per barrel, bnt there was an absence 
of buyers, and prices receded 150, Then a period of 
steadiness, and the close was a point higher than yes- 
terday. The deliveries on all of the articles traded in 
were light.

CHICAGO, March 1.—English visible stocks show a 
decrease of about 700,000, which was about equal to 
the increase on passage. Liverpool was 1d higher yes- 
terday, while London and Berlin were reported lower. 
Today Liverpool is }¢d lower, and London and Berlin 
are reported higher. The demand for sample lots of 
red winter is good, but the supply is light, and very 
few transactions in any kind or grade of cash wheat. 
The decline on Saturday caused some of the best 
friends of wheat to sel) out their holdings. This, to- 
gether with the large receipts, induced considerable 
short selling both Saturday and yesterday. The 
strength in the London prices caused the local shorts 
to protect their contracts, giving the market rather a 
strong appearance a part of the session. Later, how- 
ever, the report of the weekly shipments from India 
and Baltic ports, amounting to 2,670,000 bushels, caused 
asharp decline. The market was extremely narrow 
and trading light, but prices are somewhat better than 
yesterday's close. 

Sample lots of corn and oats are about ‘sc hicher 

and in good demand. Trading in Maycorn was fairly 
active. There seems to be a large short intcrest, and 
with the opening of navigation and the probable 
lighter receipts owing to the bad condition of the 
country roads and the engagement of farmers in their 
spring planting, caused some fairly good buying by 
the shorts, alsu from parties who believe in better 
prices in the near future. 
Hog products are firm, with a good domestic and 
some foreign Cemand. There was very little interest 
ina speculative way.

Two Hundred of Them Made Yery 
Happy. 


THE PENSIONS BEING PAID OFF RAPIDLY, 


Other News Around the Capitol—The At- 
torney General’s W ork—Lieu- 
tenant Satterlee. 


Nearly two hundred old soldiers were made 
happy yesterday by the great state of Georgia. 

1t was the day for the payments to begin on 
the old soldiers’ pensions, and the money went 
out with a rush. 

About eleven thousand, five hundred dollars 
in cold cash was paid to the old yeterans who 
came to Colonel Tip Harrison’s office from 
earl morn till late in the evening. The office 
was thronged all day and Colonel Harrison 
was not at leisure fora moment handing out 
the white checks on the treasury of the state, 
all properly filled out and signed by Governor 
Northen. 

It was a success. The day was cold a 
dark, but despite the biting winds of early 
March, the old'soldiers camefrom far and near, 
all sizes, differen t ages, and all classes. 

Some came bobbling in on one Jeg with a 
rude cratch resting under their arm, and asked 
for their £50, which the state agrees to give 
for the loss of a leg. Hs 

Others came with one siseve empty and 
dangling in the cold, bleak wind of winter, to 
ask for their share of the money going out to 
the men who suifered physical injury while 
following in the trail of the stars and bars. 

Some came with one finger blown from their 
hands by some exploding cannon bal! long 
years ago, glad enough to get the $5 offered 
for the sacrifice of that finger. -Others could 
show two fingers gone, and some three or four. 
They got $5 for the loss of each finger. 

Georgia is showing up right handsomely of 
late vears for her confederate veterans and 
confederate widows, having given out to them 
Within the past two months neariy six hundred 
thousand dollars. 

The payment of the old soldiers’ pensions 
will continue today, and will indeed last for 
two weeks, as it will require about that length 
of time to get the 3,000 paid off that have been 
checked up on the pension books,

A TEST CASE 
“Was That of W. C. Harkey, Accused of 
Selling Whisky to Miners, 


AFTER A STUBBORN FIGHT, 1S CONVICTED 


But His Attorneys Took an Appeal—BSix 
More Cases of the Same Nature Will 
Come Up Today, 


The man who monkeys with the Georgia 
local option law is fingering with edged tools. 
He might as well be playing with a buzzsaw, 
as far as favorable results are concerned, 

A practical illustration of this fact was 
made in the crimina) court of Atlanta yester- 
day. 

The case in which W. C. Harkey, the well- 
known salocn keeper, was indicted for selling 
whisky to a minor afforded the opportunity for 
tho illustration. 

Harkey was arraigned on seven separate and 
distinct indictinents of sosliing whisky toa 
minor. 

The case was of avery aggravated nature. 
The accusations were nade by a widow lady, 
Mrs. Lula Thompson, and sho charged Har- 
key with selling whisky to her boy. 

The case from her standpoint was particu- 
lary sad. The boy, Dock Thompson, a youth 
still in his teens, was her only support. She 
had three sinailer children, and all were de- 
pendent upon the ,boy’s efforts for a liveli- 
hood. 

The boy was good and industrious, but Mrs. 
Thompson said he would get into bad com- 
pany frequently and get druuk. 

This gave her no end of trouble. No re- 
monstrauce or advice of hers would have any 
effect on the boy. His father was dead, and 
he had no one tocontrol him. The prospect 
wasa gloomy one for the boy and for the 
little family that depended on him for support. 

Wiat cou!d she do? 

Her only hope or remedy was in the courts. 

She went before Solicitor Lewis W. Thomas 
and swore out seven accusations against Mr. 
Harkey, the Decatur street saloonist, charg- 
ing him with furnishing whisky to hor son. — 

Harkey was arrested, but gave bond im- 
mediately. 

Solicitcr Thomas decided to make a test case 
of Harkey’s. He believed that the law in 
regard to selling whisky to minors is violated 
very often, and he decided to begin a crusade 
against vhis class of law breakers. 

One of the cases against Liarkey came up 
for trial yesterday, and occupied nearly the 
entire day. It was amost interesting trial 
from the fact that the accused is quite a 
prominent citizens of Atlanta, and was once a 
well-known real estate agent in the city, and 
from the further fact that it was a test of the 
selling-to-mincrs lav. 

The case meanta great deal to the defend- 
ant. If found guilty the penalty in each case 
would be heavy, and his licenso as a liquor 
dealer would be revoked. He was represented 
by Mr. Frank O'Bryan and Mr. Robert J. 
Jordan. 

It was a legal tilt between the new solicitor’ 
and the ex-solicitor, and they entered into the 
fight with energy. 

Harkey introduced a numberof witnesses, 
the substance of whose testimony was that the 
whisky was bought by a man named Chose- 
wood and given to young Thompson outside 
the saloon. Young Thoinpson had not entered’ 
the saloon at all. : 

The state had only three witnesses—Mrs, 
Lula Thompson, the boy, Dock ‘Thompsun, 
and a gentleman named Sisk. - 

Mrs. Thompson swore, that the boy was a 
minor. Sisk,swore that he had seen the young 
man drink whisky obtained from MHarkey’s 
saloon, 

Young Thompson’s evidence wasthe most 
important. Heswore that he had purchased 
whisky at Harkey’s saloon at the time 
specified. 

The solicitor and the ex-solicitor fought hard 
over the legal pointsin the case. Both made 
strong speeches. 

The jury was not out long. They returned 
a verdict of guilty. 

Judge Westmoreland delivered a scathing 
rebuke to Mr. Harkey in passing séntence 
upon him. The lecture was caustic from both 
moral and legal standpoints. He gave hima 
sentence of $200 and all costs, or six months’ 
imprisonment. 

Mr. O’Bryan gave notice that he would ap- 
peal the case. 

The other six cases will come up this morn- 
ing, and Solicitor Thomas will fight them all 
just as vigorously as he did the first. The 
trial] of the several cases may occupy a day 
or so. 

Solicitor Thomas is beginning a crusade 
against the violators of the law in this regard. 
Hero’s the way he puts it: ‘It is in the inter. 
est of law and morals,as well as of all reputable 
liquor dealers that the law be enforced. It's 
not a dead letter and I intend to enforce it.’’
